Fugitive arms dealer George Gregary Korkala, convicted of illegal weapons 
charges in New York, was returned to Manhattan over the weekend from Spain, 
authorities disclosed Monday. 


The Nutley, N.J. resident who fled from the United States at the beginning of 
his trial was flown to New York from Madrid Saturday after a Spanish 
Constitutional Tribunal had granted a United States request for Korkala's 
extradition, according to Manhattan District Attorney Robert Morgenthau. 


Korkala, 42, was convicted in absentia in 1981 of conspiracy to sell in nnn
